You may think that the burden of all these 
labors and eflorts now rests upon others; but the 
fathers will soon fall asleep,—the burden-bearers 
will soon become weak and tremulous with age, 
and you must then become pillars in the spiritual 
temple, or the ehurch will become weak and in- 
efficient. And it is well that you should now, in 
the outset of your Christian course, begin to ac- 
custom your necks to the yoke, It will be found 
easier, Begin now to bend your bodies to the 
burden—it will be the lighter. ' 

The ministry of reconciliation is an important 
institution ; and it is incumbent on the church to 
sustain it. Now are you dvuing all you can to 
sustain the preaching of the gospel in your own 
church, and in the community where you reside ? 
Don’t say that you are duing more than others in 
proportion to your ability. Christ will never in- 
quire of you what your brother has done. Besides 
it is most likely that others are not doing their du- 
ty. Suppose others do nothing? does it justily 
you in remaining idle or indiflerent ! 

You believe it is the duty of those who preach 
the gospel to give themselves wholly to the work, 
and to study to show themselves workmen that 
need not be ashamed. You will admit that their 
work is of sufficient importance to demand all 
their mental and physical strength. I know some 
have said that if a man is called to preach, he 
must preach, whether he receives any support 
from the church or not. ‘The Lord will support 
him, er he can labor with his hands, as Paul did. 
Aud it is possible that formerly the example of 
the Apostle:in this: respect, was referred to more 
frequently than his precep/s. He was careful in 
his letters to remind his brethren that those who 
preached the .gospel, should live of the gospel ; 
and that those who ministered unto then, in spir- 
itual things, should receive of their carnal things. 

Now you ‘want a good minister—one of the 
best; nor-is it wrong for you to desire the best 
gifts. But in erder to have such an one, and 
keep him, you must provide for him and his fam- 
ily an adequate mainwinance. You need noten- 
courage him by your munificence, to indulge in 
luxury and extravagance; but see that his in- 
come is sufficiently liberal to relieve him from all 
anxiety and embarrassment of a worldly nature. 
If he is faithful, he will probably have cares and 
trials enough of another kind to keep him hum- 
ble. Andif he should have some peeuniary trials, 
be careful that you have a clear conscience in the 
matter. 

But perhaps your cburch is small,’and you are 
poor, and unable to sustain a Pastor. Some of 
the members are unwilling to do what you think 
they might, and you are discouraged. Well just 
do what you can, and if you don’t have so much 
preaching, possibly you may have as much of the 
Spirit. And you will have a conscience void of 
offence. But don’t you ever say, “ We must do 
without a. pastor,” until you can say before God, 
“IT have done what I could.” I presume that 
there are some “ Old Professors” who think that 
two or three hundred dollurs is a large sum to give 

a minister annually, just for preaching. And if

Why not Stop and Enquire ? 


The times in which we live, are manifestly those of the | Spirit ; to avoid grieving, quenching, or resisting 
utmost importance to religion itself, and all its varied inter- 


tices of the “ world.” And aleo to watch the influence of 
every action upon the better and holier enjoyments of the 
heart in its daily communication with God through the 


influences wpou the soul. 


have muliplied with amazing celerity, which assume names 
purporting the promotion of religion. It is no part of the 
object of these remarks to inquire whether the church of 
God or the world are the better or worse for their existence, 
The fact is assumed, that their influence is become univer. 
sal, at least in these United States, and has been the means 
of organizing every sect, and defending the dogmas of each. 
During the period of twenty years past, various denomi- 
nations have engaged in enterprizes of various names, and 
in various forms, the objects of which are all intended to be 
characterized by the general phrase, * Evangelizing the 
World.” In aid of these enterprizes, the periodicals dis. 
tinguished as religious, have been embarked, almost with. 
out exception. By this mode of operating, every fibre ot 
the soul of a reader is made to feel, and action, as well as 
knowledge, is already extended beyond what could have 
been effected without it, in a period of time which none can 
determine. In the midst of all this din of preparation, and 
action, ought not Christian professors—ought not the edit. 
ors of periodicals professedly religious, oftener pause and 
inguire ? 
Be not startled, reader, [ am not for stopping to inquire 
whether any one of the enterprizes of the day to spread the 
gospel, or, if you please, for ** evangelizing the world,” is 
aduty. This is no longer aquestion. But I am for stop. 
ping to inquire, whether vital godliness—rcligion of the 
heart—love of God—the indwelling joys of salvation—strict 
self-denial—absolute, and not nominal humility—and a 
close, conscientious conformity to the word of God in all 
things, are not gradually and generally waning away from 
the churches? The startling and exceeding unpopular 
character of these inquiries is fully understood, as well as 
the answer with which they are met; that when any church 
is fully engaged in, and liberal in the support of, * the be- 
nevolent objects of the day,” there all the above named 
qualities and graces must necessarily exist. Observation, 
however, proves that such is not always the case. It may 
be so—it may not be so. 
Js it not frequently the case, that ambition, or a mere 
spirit of competition, either of which may be wholly apart 
from holy motives, (and these are all that God approves,) 
impel people to liberality in the bestowment of funds? To 
the influence of such unsanctified ambition, or sectarian 
zeal, may we not trace many of the projects resorted to at 
the present day, to raise funds? It seems too manifest to 
admit of a doubt, that the maxim of wicked politicians is 
gaining ground amongst the professed disciples of Christ ; 
that ** the end sanctifies the means.” 
On what other principle car one account for vanity fairs 
and musical exhibitions, of a character which their abettors 
dare not even denominate religious, and other means which 
need not be named ; the avails of which, it is said, are to 
go to some good people for some good purpose; and with 
this apology, conscience is required to be satisfied, and an 
unbelieving world are forbidden to gainsay. 
No desire is indulged, to lessen, by a single dollar, the 
amount of donations raised for good objects. But in ac. 
quiring means to do good, ought not strict reference to be 
had to the word of God, and the spirit of that word? Why 
not then, in all cases, pause in the outset, and prayerfully 
attend to such an inquiry ; to know whether the thing tu 
be done, or rather the manner of doing it, is going to ren- 
der true religion a subject of ridicule in the eyes of its ene- 
mies? Whether the sober dignity and influence of inter- 
ual and practical piety are not abridged and lowered down 
to the level of mere worldly and carnal policy by what is 
propused to be done ? 
If this course were adopted in the fear of God, would 
not the interests of pure and undefiled religion be quite as 
safe, and as sure to be advanced, as by an opposite course ? 
Our readers will see by a letter in another column, that 
Detroit has completely rivalled our eastern cities in three 
splendid and gleeful fairs, in which a vain display has pro. 
duced the sum of four thousand five hundred dollars, and 
all for religion. But whose heart was made better by at 
tending these fairs? Whose heart was ever made better 
by attending to similar means in any city? Ought Chris. 
tuans to cater for the grat.fication of vain and carnal me 
and women, young or old, for the purpose of abstracting 
their money for pious objects? And yet, so prevalent has 
the practice become, that the faint whispers of doubt eli: i- 
ed by early examples, are hushed in silence, and one clas 
has followed the example of another, till none can say, I) 
was not I, And what is still more fearful is, that like eve 
ry other wrong practise, the thing itself degenerates; and 
in the unholy ambition of one set of managers to outdo an. 
other, no one can foresee inio what gross abuses the whule 
may sink. 
From selling at enormous prices some worthless baubles 
at a fair in the cities, the country villages have caught the 
infection ; and village fairs are up (to the utmost of their 
ability) fur 8. School, fer Bible, for tract, for gospel distri. 
bution, or for educating men who are to go and preach a 
religion which cuts up, root and branch, the means resort- 
ed to to raise money for their education. Such is the nat. 
ural downward course of error, that we should not be sur. 
prised if, in a few years, serious dancing assemblies should 
be announced, fur the benefit of religion. And who can 
say, that money thus obtained, if offered to the treasury, 
would not be politely and flatteringly acknowledged by a 
card in some religious paper ? 
Why not stop, and inguire what that religion is, which 
is taught us in the word of God, and which alone is com. 
petent to subject the pride and vanity of the heart of man, 
and produce a holiness of motive and action adapted to se- 
cure a divine blessing upon what is done? Why not cast 
our eyes abroad upon the practice of churches, and com. 
pare them soberly with the word of God ; and in his fear, 
labor for a more strict conformity to its purifying maxims 
and injunctions ? 

True, it is dangerous, at this day of fiery zeal, and * go 
ahead,” even to propose examination of any measures or 
any means, if so be their ostensible objeet is, to aid some 
operation put in motion by Christians.

Dates to the 21st ult. have been received from Campea- 
chy at New Orleans. We copy the following iutelligeuce 
from the Bulletin : 

Up to the 19th nothing decisive had been done by either 
of the belligerents, The Mexicans were still in possession 
of the heights in the rear of the city, which they had forti- 
fied ; and transporied thence some of the heavy cannon 
from the Guadaluupe.

Particulars of the Assassination of 
man Patterson. 

We have received frum an atientive correspondent the 

following interesting and melanchuly particulars of the as- 


sassination of Passed Midshipman Patterson, in the streets 
ot Mahon.—N. Y. Herald. 


Stoor or Wan, Fatrrrexp, 
Port Mahon, Oct. 31, 1842. 
J. Gorpow Bensett, Esq.— 
Dear Siz :— 

Our Squadron wasa few days since thrown into great 
excitement by the horrid assassination of Acting Master J. 
S. Patterson, of the U. S. Frigate Congress, whose melan- 
choly fate has cast a deep gloom over us all. Never has 
the annals of crime recorded a more daring or cold blooded 
murder. From the infurmation I can get upon the subject, 
it is as follows; 

About 11 o'clock on the evening of the 28th ult., Lieuts, 
Hunter and Dodd, of this ship, in descending the hill lead. 
ing to the wharf, were suddenly startled by the exclarnation 
uf “let me go,” mingled with the nvise uf a scuffle, and the 
jingling sound of a weapon falling over the precipice. Up- 
on hearing this, the former handed ove of his pistuls to the 
latter, and rushed to the spot whence the sound procee ded. 
In ascending the hill, Mr. Patterson, (the deceased) passed 
them, and exclaimed, “Oh, my Gud! [am stabbed.’" Af. 
teran elapse ofa few moments, both Messrs, Hunter and 
Dodd returned, not finding any trace of the perpetrator, or 
perpetrators, owing to the utter darkness of the night, and 
discovered Mr. Patterson lying upon ths ground, a lifeless 
corpse ! 

Mr. H. remained by the body, whilst Mr. D. proceeded 
to the foot of ihe hill fur a light, during which the former hail. 
ed the Congress for assistance. Mr. D. shortly afierwards 
returned, and with the assistance of Dr. Baxter of the Con. 
gress, who, coming up behind, succeeded in bringing the 
body to the Janding place. Meanwhile, Mn Hunter's calls 
fur help were answered by the immediate, lowering of a 
boat, and in the twinkling uf an eye, the second cutter of 
the Congress, together with two boats from the Fairfield, 
loaded to the gunwales with the officers and crews of both 
ships, armed with buarding pikes, cutlasses and pistols, de- 
ermined, upon hearing of Mr. Patierson’s death, to exter- 
minate the first Spaniard who dared to near the spot, and 
in spite of the orders and commands of Lieutenant Hunter, 
who had during this important crisis, exhibited that degree 
uf coolness and deliberation, which constitutes one of the 
most important traits of his amiable character, they persist. 
ed in leaving the boats, and not until the arrival of a number 
of officers, were they ordered back. 

Upon examination of the body, three wounds were dis- 
covered, one on the left breast, penetrating the heart—the 
others were received in the right arm, evidently defending 
the body from the deadly weapon of the villain, who mere. 
ly for sordid gain, struck the fatal blow, and terminated the 
existence of one “whose memory will long be cherished in |; 
he hearts of his countrymen.” 

Yesterday, (Sunday) the remains of the lamented Mr. 
Patterson were committed to the “silent tomb.” The fune. 
ral processiva was large, composed of the officers of a Swe 
lish and French vessel of war, lying in the harbor, as aise 
the «fficers aud crews of the different ships composing the 
squadron. 

The greatest excitement prevails throughout our squad.

the fugitive. A reward of $500 has been subscribed and 
offered for the arrest of the assassin.
